The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The allowable subject matter of claims 1-8, 1 1-20 is indicated in the Office action mailed 
10/20/06. 

As to Claim 9, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious the second structural element is substantially non-reflecting, a separation between 
the first and second reflecting surfaces determines a phase depth condition for the detected light, 
and the second reflecting surface comprises a plurality of additional structural elements located 
above an opaque layer, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 21 and 41, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a plurality of second structural elements, the marker structure capable 
of directing light incident thereon to a sensor, wherein the first structural elements comprise a 
plurality of primary lines comprising a first material and a plurality of first interposed lines 
comprising a second different material, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
claims. 
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As to Claims 36-40, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render obvious the second structural element being substantially non-reflecting, a separation 
between the first and second reflecting surfaces determining a phase depth condition for the 
detected light, and a recess provided in the second reflecting surface to modify the phase depth 
condition, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims.
